In a’ dingy, poorly lighted, illy 
ventilated classroom of the Fraser 
Street school, Professor W. A, Sut- 
ton, principal of Tech High school, 
declared to an audience which lit- 
erally packed the room, that the 
smoky kerosene lamps upon the 
tuscher’s desk, light from which 
fuiled to disperse the gloom of the

Eloquent appeals for betterment 
of the conditions, through passage 
of the proposed $8,850,000 bond issue 
were made by Professor Sutton: W. 
W. Gaines, president of the board 
of education; Miss Lula Johnson, 
principal of the Fraser Street school, 
and Mrs. J. H. Wilkins. 

“Go down to the courthouse and 
register, and then go and vote,” was 
the injunction to the women by Mrs. 
Wilkins, “You will not be good 
housekeepers, you will not be good 
mothers, if you do not use your 
right to vote to secure better con- 
ditions for your children and your 
ety, 

Women to Register. 

Women of the Fraser Street school 
district will meet at the schoolhouse 
at 2:30 o'clock Wednesday afternoon 
and go in a body to the courthouse 
for registration, it was announced. 

“The bKond issue is more = than 
money,” declared Mrs. Wilkins. “It 
is the welfare of school children ana 
human beings.” Mrs. Wilkins said 
that the other municipal improve- 
ments which it is designed to effect 
by the bond issue are as important 
as the issue for the schools.

The only possible’ way in which 
the bond issue can fail to pass, Pro- 
fessor Sutton’ said, would be 
through the indifference of voters 
ot the city. He said that as al! the 
civic organizations. have placed 
themselves upon record as favoring 
the bond issue, and that as the con- 
sSensus of public opinion seems to 
favor the issuance of the municipal 
bonds, there is some danger that in- 
dividual voters who favor the issue 
may think upon election day that 
their vote is unnecessary to aid in 
its passage, and fail to vote. Those 
who are opposed to the issue, he 
said, will not fail to cast their voie 
against it. 

Industrial Aid, 

Professor Sutton said¢(that in ad- 
dition to the public benefits which 
are the objects of the bond issue, 
the flotation of bonds would be ol 
invaluable assistance in tiding the 
city over a period of tinanciai de- 
pression which many. business men 
think is faced by the country dur- 
ing the next few years. 

He said that industrial> activity, 
providing employment for thou- 
sands ot men who are now out ol 
work, which Would result indirectly 
from the bond issue, would make 
such an issue worth while even if 
such were the only purpose of the 


bond flotation. 

W. W. Gaines, president of the 
board of education, stated that ex- 
penditure of the funds secured by 
the bond issue will be intrusted tu 
a special commission of citizens 
some of whom will be women. He 
stated that the names of a number 
of citizens now: under consideration 
for this duty are in the hands of 
the city government, and that at 
the proper time these will be re- 
qrested to assume the duties of di- 
recting the expenditures. 

Mr. Gaines stressed the value of 
the bond issue not only as a means 
of securing improved schools, but 
of providing an adequate system of 
waterworks and sewerage, in order 
that the public health might bet- 
ter be safeguarded. He said that 
$5,000,000 was required to make 
needed improvements in the schools, 
but that the $4,000,000 provided by 
the terms of the bond issue would 
be sufficient to accomplish a splen- 
did improvement among the city’s 
educational institutions. 

More Schools Needed. 


At least two more high schools 
are needed in the city, Mr. Gaines 
declared. There should also be sev- 
eral more junior schools and a num- 
ber of additional grammar schools. 

If Tech High school were a pri- 
vate institution it would be con- 
demned by the city government as 
a nuisance, was the statement made 
by Mr. Gaines. He said the condi- 
tions at that institution are deplor- 
able, and that it is small wonder 
that when visitors come to the city 
the schools are not pointed out to 
them with pride. 

A large crowd was’ attracted to 
the school by the Tech High band, 
which played from 7:30 o’clock until 
8 o'clock.

REVIEWS PROFITS 


Washington, February 3.—Esti- 
mated profits of twent§-one mining 
companies \operating in the Poca- 
hontas coal fields, of West Vir- 
ginia, some of which were ad high 
as 200 per cent oh investment’ dur- 
ing 1920, were placed today before 
the senate committee considering 
the Calder coal regulation bill. The 
corpogation names involved were not 
Made public after an animated de- 
bate during which J. D. A. Morrow, 
vice president of the National Coal 
association, said this would violate 
an “understanding” reached with 
senate investigators who procured 
the accounts. Chairman Calder, of 
the inVestigating committee, which 
drafted the bill, denied that any 
such “understanding” had existed. 

Senator La Follette as chairman 
of the committee considering the 
bill, finally ruled that the compa- 
nies would be allowed to maintain 
Secrecy as to costs and profits for 
business reasons, and David L. 
Wing, federal trade commission sta- 
tistician, was instructed to use num- 
bers to designate the corporations 
as the reports were analyzed. 

Big Gains Cited.

Two Parties in Congress. 


Have Entirely Reversed had 


Positions on Fordney 
Emergency Measure. 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON. 

Washington, February 3.—As re- 
peatedly emphasized in these dis- 
patches republicans and democrats 
in the senate have executed a right- 
about-face maneuver on the Ford- 
ney emergency tariff bill It is 
now the democrats who are insist- 


ing that a vote be taken on the 
bill, while the republicans, with 
some exceptions, are not at all anx- 
ious to be forced to go on record 
in support of the measure. _ 
The shift on\the bill has been 
due to the growing belief that the 
Fordney bill, if enacted into law, 
would be very unpopuiar because it 
would keep high fcod prices. Now 
the democrats, who were formerly 
filibustering against action on the 


bill, are anxious to have their re- 
publican colleagues go on record in 
favor of the measure. | 

Although debate on the Fordney 
emergency tariff bill dragged aim- 
lessly on the senate floor today, 
real. progress Was made towards 
definite action on the measure. Sen- 
ator McCumber, republican, North 
Dakota, obtained agreement to’ take 
up the bill with its amendments for 
a second reading and, outside of 
the chamber leaders of both sides 
reached a tentative understanding 
to fix a date for a final vote.

Twenty-Five Fighting 
Ships of Uncle Sam 
Now Lie in. Valparaiso’s 
Harbor. 


Valparaiso, Chile, February 3.— 
The ceremonies in celebration of 
the visit of the United States Pacific 
ftéet were transferred to this city 
today when President Alessandri 
and the members of his cabinet ar- 
rived to call on Admiral Rodman, 
commander of the fleet, on board 
the New Mexico, his flagship. 
Twenty-five United States war- 
ships are lying in the harbor and 
all donned official full dress for 
the occasion. It was planned to fire 
national salutes as the president of 
the republic boarded the flagship 
this afternoon. Later, President 
Alessandri was to review a parade 
of the American sailors and attend 
a banquet in honor of Admiral Rod- 


man and his staff tendered by Pro- 
vincial Governor Phillips. 

The-officers of the fleet were en- 
tertained at a garden party last 
atgnt by Chilean naval] officials. 
Chilean army and navy bands fur- 
nished the music and the party was 
largely attended by prominent Chil- 
eans. 


Sailors on Lea*‘e. 


Committees of Chileans here and 
in Santiago assisted by mempers of 
the American colony and the navy 
Y. M. C. A. are caring for hundreds 
of United States sailors on shore 
leave and lunches are being provid- 
ed daily in the parks. 

In Santiago a dance was given in 
honor of the officers of the fleet 
last night by the American colony, 
and today they were the guests of 
the government at a-Chilean break- 
fast given in the home of Senator 
Jose Alessandri, brother of the pres- 
ident. ss 
Prince Fernando de Bavetra, cous- 
in of King Alfonso of Spain, and 
representative of the Spanish gov- 
ernment at the recent Magellan an- 
niversary celebration, will visit Ad- 
miral Rodman aboard the new Mex- 
ico Saturday. Joseph H.Shea, Unit- 
ed States ambassador to Chile, and 
Admiral Rodman will call on the 
prince Friday. The prince is here 
awaiting repairs to the battleship 
Espana, on which he will return to 
Spain. 

Editorial Comment. 


Commenting on Admiral Rodman’s 
statements yesterday regarding the 
Monroe Doctrine in an interview in 
El Mercurio, in which he said the 
attitude of the United States toward 
Latin-America wes at most that of 
a protector, but: never of a dictator, 
El Mercurio in an editorial this 
morning asserts the Chileans never 
otherwise understood the doctrine. 
The newspapers say that, regard- 
less of interpretations, that public- 
ists and statesmen have wished to 
give the doctrine in the past, “we 
Chileans stand by !ts original sense, 
which protected the independence 
of the new-born Latin-American re- 
publics against possible European 
attempts at conquest.” ; 
El Mercurio declares this danger 
has gradually been removed until 
it has become merely illusory. It 
adds that it believes that doctrine 
can be the basis of fraternal soli- 
darity between all countries of the 
cOntinent in a partnership whose 
main points should be mutual re- 
spect and harmony of interests. 

“We see it as it should be, not as 
a menace,” the newspaper says.

SEIZED UNDER PURE 
FOOD ANDDRUGLAW 


For failure to comply with the 
Standards of the national pure food 
and drug act, nearly 1,000 bags of 
wheat middlings, in the possession 
of A. P. Morgan company, local 
grain dealers and hay brokers, 
which was condemned in the United 
States district court Wednesday, 
will be sold at‘either public or pri- 
vate sale after ten days’ notice has 
been given, according to announce- 
ment Thursday by Claude Bond, 
United States marshal. ~~ 
The wheat middlings constituted a 
shipment consigned by the Gateway 
Milling company, of Kansas City, 
tojthe Atlanta concern. Upon com- 
Plaint of a federal inspector, the 
shipment was seized, and upon in- 
vestigation, it- developed that the 
middlings were adulterated with 
rice hulls and crude fiber. 
Condemnation proceedings were 
immediately instituted by the dis- 
trict attorney, who charged that 
the preparation was “low in pro- 
tein and fat, and deleterious and 
unfit for animal consumption.”

OLD GUARD LOSES" | 
CABINET FIGHT 


Harding Has Own Way 
in Deciding Premiership: 
Plans Not to Have Sec- 
retary of Education. 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON, 

Washington, February 3.—The 
members of the ola guard in the 
senate have lost out in their fight 
against former Justice Hughes for 
the premiership in the Harding cab- 
inet. Information ofa reliable na- 
ture was circulated among repub- 
lican leaders yesterday that Presi- 
dent-elect Harding would appoint 
Judge Hughes secretary of state re- 
gardless of the opposition of Sena- 
tor Penrose, and the other members 
of the senate who have been fight- 
ing him, this information giving en- 
couragement at least to those G. O. 
P. Leaders who have been fearful 
that the incoming president would 
listen to any unusual degree to 
the influences that made his nomi- 
nation possible at Chicago. 

It is also announced that Andrew 
W..Mellon, of Pittsburg, will very 
probably be secretary of the treas- 
ury. It has heretofore been consid- 
ered practically assured’ that 
Charles G. Dawes, of Chicago, would 
be given that berth. A further new 
announcement is that James J. Da- 
vis, an official of the order of the 
Moose, and a union man, will be 
made secretary of labor. Davis 
now lives in Indiana. 

Leaders Disgruntled. 

There is no evidence the old guard 
is succumbing gracefully to’ the 
Hughes knockout. Specifically they 
intimate Mr. Hughes “will not last.” 
Some of them are quoted as fixing 
exactly the brevity of his tenure. 
They talk of “thirty days” as the 
outside limit of his endurance—ahd 
theirs. In the meantime Mr. Hughes 
is looking for a house in Washing- 
ton. 

Two other fights in which the old 
guard is not unconcerned remain 
to be settled by the president-elect’s 
omnipotent decision. Mr. Harding 
wants to make -Senator Fall, of 
Mexico secretary of the interior. The 
irreconcilable and far western con- 
tingent, headed by Senator Borah, 
favors the appointment of_D, W. 
Davis who just has taken office as 
governor of Idaho. Fall will get 
the appointment, 

Hoover Contest. 

The other contest rages around 
Herbert Hoover, whom the presi- 
dent-elect is sdid ardently to de- 
sire as his secretary of commerce. 
Both old -guard and _ progressive 
leaders, exemplified respectively by 
Penrose’ and Johnson. oppose Mr. 
Hoover with almost inexpressible 
intensity. But they are opposed by 
many of their own partisans who 
think names like Hughes’ and 
Hoover would usefully balance any 
too political flavor the country 
might find in a cabinet containing 
appointments of the Daugherty or 
Hays types. : 

Late gossip gives George Suther- 
land the expectea cariy vacancy on 
the supreme court bench to. be cre- 
ated by the retirement of Justice 
McKenna, and William Howard Taft 
the chief justiceship to be relin- 
quished by Edward D. White. 

The certainties for the cabinet 
so far are Hughes, Daugherty, Hays, 
Fall and Wallace, with the appoint- 
ment of -‘Mebion almost equally as 
assured. 

No Secretary Education, 

There will be no secretary of 
education and public welfare in the 
Harding cabinet, or certainly not 
at the beginning. This announce- 
ment comes, too, in direct opposition 
to the frequently expressed wish cf 
the president-elect. Mr. Harding 
advocated such a department for his 
cabinet in his social justice ad- 
dress to 12,000 women fast October; 
he repeated his sentiments in an- 
other address to mothers in Mari- 
on on December 15. 

Immediately after the president- 
elect’s visit to the capital early in 
December, it was announced from

Memphis, Tenn.,.February 3.—.Po- 
lice today were endeavoring to io- 
cate 2 man who gave the name of 
“B. Anderson” and another who is 
said to have represented “himself

W. T. Griffin, chief of detectives, 
who is conducting the invéstiga- 


tion, declared the ramifications of 
the stolen bonds is “worse than a 
Chinese puzzle.” He intimated, 
however, that he.expected to make 
an arrest soon. Griffin also indi- 
cated that the trail gave promise of 
leading to the recovery of another 
lot of stolen paper. 

The bonds found their way back 
to New York where tney were rec- 
ognized as those stolen in Brooklyn 
after passing through the hands of 
several persons here and were tak- 
en over by the Union and Planters 
Bank and Trust company as a clear- 
ing agent and as an accommodation 
to clients. The local bank forward- 
ed them to Chicago from which city 
they were sent to New York to be 
exchanged for bonds of smaller de- 
nomination.

_R. "E. Priddy, of the brokerage 
firm of Priddy & Williams, of this 
city, which turned over both lots of 
the bonds to the Union and. Plant- 
ers bank, issued a statement today 
explaining that one block, totaling 
$190,000, par value, was offered his 
firm by aman representing himself 
as “Mr..Cameron,” a Migsissippian, 
who needed money “because of 
heavy losses sustained in the de- 
clining cotton market.” Priddy stat- 
ed when he sold the bonds. he paid 
the proceeds, about $170,000, to “Mr. 
Cameron.” 

The other lot—$C5,000 in value— 
went through the hands of three 
persons before reaching the Union 
and Planters bank, according to the 
police investigation. First they 
were offered for sale to W. L. Hunt- 
ley, Jr., vice president of a local 
bank, by a man who gave the name 
of “B. Anderson.” Huntley, in turn, 
is said to have turned them over to 
M. B. Joseph, a local business man, 
and Joseph, according to Mr. Prid- 
dy’s statement, gave them to nis 
firm to be disposed of.

Jackson Surhmarizes 
His Testimony Before 
Farm Bureau Probers 


Charges that county farm agents, 
employees of the federal govern- 
ment, have, in the capacity of sec- 
retaries and other positions, assist- 
ed in the organization of the Amer- 


ican Farm Bureau Federation, were 
made before the congressional in- 
vestigation committee which is !n- 
quiring into the “aims, purposes and 
origin of the bureau,” by L. B. Jack- 
son, director of the state bureau 
of markets, who has just returned 
to Atlanta. ; 

In a statement issued yesterday, 
Mr. Jackson incorporated his testi- 
mony before the committee. The 
statement follows: 

“Congress has been investigating the 
American Farm Bureau federation to ascer- 
tain if this private organization has been 
profiting by receiving funds raised by gov- 
ernment agents through the United States 
department of agriculture. The congres- 
sional committee summoned the officials of 
this farm bureau to appear before them and 
asked them if governmental county agents 
had been acting as organizers for them. 
They replied that they had not. Every in- 
formed man who has kept in touch with the 
plan of organization of the farm bureau 
knows that this farm bureau official did 
not state the truth. It is a matter of 
common knowledge that governmental agents 
have been acting as organizers for this pri- 
vate organization. In view of the denial of 
this official, members of congress desired 
more testimony on the subject. I was in 
Washington on business pertaining to the 
work of my department and was asked by 
the congressional committee to appear before 
them. I appeared as a called witness and 
testified as follows: 

‘* ‘County agents, federal employees, work- 
ing under instructions from their chiefs, 
are acting as organizers, collectors and sec- 
retaries for the American Farm Bureau fed- 
eration. 

‘“*County agents have told me this. Dr. 
True, of the United States department of 
agriculture, chief of the county agents, ad- 
mitted to me in his office January 7, 1921, 
that the county agents were assisting in 
the organization of the farm bureau, 

* *f hold here a letter on the stationery 
of the U. 8S. department of agriculture, 
dated January 28, 1921, and signed by A 
Tabor, a county agent, who puts into the 
letter both his titles; that of secretary of 
the Washington county farm bureau and of 
local demonstration agent. This letter is 
enly one of many that can be produced show- 
ing the activities of the county agent in or- 
gunizing the farm bureau. 

‘‘*The people of Georgia want to know 
who is behimd this farm bureau. They 


thought at first that the U. 8S. department y 


of agriculture would ‘acknowledge parentage. 


but not so. United States agricultural offi- 


cials will tell you very. quickly that they 


‘have no control over the farm bureau. 


‘‘“The farm bureau in addition to pro- 
curing farmers to join is admitting to mem- 
bership those that have habitually exploited 
the farmer.’ 

‘‘Why should there be any deception used 
as to the connection between governmental 
agents and the farm bureau? 

‘David F. Houston, the well-known foe of 
the farmer, is the father of this myste- 
rious connection between governmental 
agents and the farm bureau. 

‘Farmers generally wish to know if the 
same influences which controlled Mr. Hous- 
ton’s 1920 policy of putting agricultural 
products below the cost of production was 
responsible for his desiring to build up a 
‘personally conducted’ farm organization in 
the naine of the farm bureau which would 
purport to speak for the farmers, but which 
would actually be contrelied by an invisible 


4 hand.’’

Strong Sentiment Developing Against the Proposed Tariff . 

ee Lumber — Importations Only From Canada, and of 

Negligible Quantity Compared to Total Production and. 
United States. ee 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON. 


Washington, February 3.— (Spe- 
cial.)——There is by no means a 
united sentiment among lumber 


manufacturers for a protective 
tariff on lumber importations. 

Statements to that effect by pro- 
tectionists among the industry are 
in error. 

Nor is the, stron sentiment 
against a lu r tariff confined to 
southern democrats in the yellow 
pine _ belt. 

My observation is that in busi- 


ness affairs, of an individual rela- 

tion to a voter, there are no or- 

thodox standards of party faith. 
Hence it {s not within range that 


any lumber producers are opposing 


ucts by reason of any particular 
loyalty to the time honored tenets 
of Jeffersonian , democracy. 

The fact remains, however, that 
a protest is going up against a 
lumber tariff that echoes from the 
New England states to the gulf and 
then across the continent to the 
Pacific, taking in every section of 
the country with the exception of 
the extreme northwest where the 
north-wood extends into Canada 
without even the breaking of a 
trail.

A tariff on Jumber and mill prod- 
ucts can only be considered as 
Operating against Canada. That 
much is admitted by the propo- 


nents of such a law. And yet the 
total annual importation of Cana- 
dian lumber into the United States 
runs but slightly. over a billion feet 
a year, partially offset by export- 
ed lumber into Canada of around 
200,000,000 feet a year, and this is 
such a negligible quantity, as com- 
pared to the total annual produc- 
tion and consumption of lumberin 
the United States that it would 
seem an affront to erect a tariff 
against that. good customer and 
friend without’ provocation or

If a tariff is proposgd for reve- 
nue the total amount of lumber 
imported, as shown by the figures 
of the past three years as an ex- 
ample, will produce less than 
$2,000,000 per annum. 

That could hardly be located and 
it would not last as long with the 
official spenders in Washington, 
after it was located, as it took to 
locate it. \ 

It would cut an infinitesimal 
figure silhouetted against the 
princely figures of the trade the 
Dominion of Canada brings to the 
United States, running almost into 
the gigantic figures of one billion 
dollars per annum. 

It would be worse than imbecill- 
ty to hazard it for such a mess of 
pottage. 

It would be committing “hari- 
kari” without either excuse, provo- 
cation or hope of reward. | 

The fact is any protective tariff 
is a great joker by which the con- 
sumer pays the bill “sight unseen,” 
and the contemplation of such a 
yoke pens placed upon the small

‘ade the body, if at all, by way of 
the lining of nose or throat. But 
the adenoid body, like the tonsils, 
frequently-suffers in the constant 
fight against infections, and then 
it is a question whether these struc- 
tures should be permitted to remain 
and become sources of poisoning in 
themselves. 

That question evidently Influenced 
the decision of the family physi- 
cian and the pediatrist in the case 


of the little boy. He has suffered 
no apparent ear trouble; the nasal 
obstruction has apparently not been 
So great as to lead to faulty develop- 
ment (deformity) of the face, the 
occlusion of the teeth, the shape 
of the hard palate, the development 
of the nose chambers. That the boy 
has suffered none of the all too 
frequent respiratory infections un- 
justly termed “children’s diseases,” 
at least suggests that the adenoid 
Rony and the tonsils are still ca- 
pable of functioning well. 

“Running at the 


; nose” and the 
frequently recurring coryzas de- 


scribed by the mother surely are 
not sufficient evidence to condemn 
tonsils or adenoids, though such 
symptoms are strikingly common 
among children with diseased ton- 
sils and infected or diseased ade- 
noids. 

If he were my boy I should be in 
no great hurry to have the adenolds 
or tonsils removed. I think the 
“watchful waiting” policy. of the 
fomnily physician and the pediatrist 
in this instance is one that a great 
many ambitious young nose and 
throat specialists might follow—or 
would if they had children of their 
own.

Second—Constant control over the 
distribution of the income from 
such fund bya committe chosen 
in the major part by public offi- 
cials, with rotation of appointments. 

Third—Assurance of wise and ec- 
onomical financial management 
through the agency of a corporate 
trustee of recognized and approved 
rank. 

Similar to Other Funds, 

The idea underlying the Atlanta 
Foundation is similar #o that of the 
Rockefeller, the Sage and othér phil- 
anthropic and educational pijans. It 
gathers into one general fu prop- 
erty that is given, devised or be- 
queathed for philanthropic purposes. 
It demonstrates the wisdom of the 
“larger unit” because the plan se- 
cures a maximum of efficiency, 
economy and unity in its administra- 
tion. 

The municipal foundation is a 
modern idea, but it has passed well 
beyond the experimental stage. The 
Cleveland. Foundation, the Buffalo 
Foundation and others have proved 
to be most valuable in the service 
they have already rendered their 
respective communities, and are ad- 
ministering large funds for the pub- 
lia welfare. : 

According to the expressed mo- 
tive of those behind the foundation, 
there are many people who have 
made their fortunes in Atlanta and 
who would be glad to give substan- 


i tial expression to their loyalty to 


Atlanta, they would be glad to make 
some definite contribution to her 
needs—educational, charitable or 
civic. It is pointed out that for 
such donors the Atlanta Foundation 
will afford a most desirabDie oppor- 
tunity, especially since the restric- 
tions governing tts administration 
are such as to insure complete fidel- 
ity and efficiency in the use of the 
funds. It is planned that specific 
trusts and bequests will have their 
place in the system, but the scope 
of the foundation is sufficiently 
broad to secure for every donor the 
wisest possible use of his gift.

ports New Measure to 
Replace Gronna Bill as 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON. — 

Washington, February 4.—There 
will be no federal live stock com- 
mission to control packers, stock- 
yards and the production, sale and 
distribution of Hve stock and live 
stock products as provided in the 
Gronna Dill. The house committee 
on agriculture, after prolonged 
hearings on the whole packer ques- 
tion, has reported favorably a sub- 
stitute bill offered by Representa- 
tive Haugen, of Iowa, the chair- 
man. This is a subcommittee bill 
designed to meet the principal ob- 


|jJections advanced against the pro- 


posed federal live stock commission 
act and at the same time to place 
federal restrictions around the pack- 
ing and allied industries so that 
the public may be equally protected 
against unfair, discriminatory and 
trade restraint dealings. The sub- 
stitute provides that instead of a 
federal commission the federal con- 
trol of packers shall be vested with’ 
the secretary of agriculture and the 
fedéral control of stockyards shall 
be vested with the interstate com- 
merce commission. The regulations 
that shall govern these industries 
are in general terms the same as 
provided in the Gronna bill, but less 
drastic and yet no less protective to 
the consumers of the country. 

The Georgia members of congress 
have been besieged with telegrams 
from business n of the state urg- 
ing careful consideration of alleged 
ill effects that might result frgm 
the provisions of the Gronna bill, 


epee the detrimental effect of 
a federa] commission to control any 
line of business endeavor, it being 
maintained that the government 
could enforce equally as rigid regu- 
latory provisions in the interest of 
consumers through its regularly es- 
tablished channels as by the crea- 
tion of a specific federal commis- 
sion for that purpose. Similar pres- 
sure was brought on members from 
every state, and the Haugen sub- 
stitute theerfore is a compromise 
in the interest of adequate packer 
control with the elimination of the 
objectionable proposal for a federal 
commission.

A letter was received yesterday 
by fhe sporting department, which 
contains food for serious though: 
though it also carries a shaft. ¢é 
criticism that is more than half- 
way justly cast, which is the hard-.

after all. The author of the letter 
is Frederick Arthur, and here it 
what he hag to complain of: 

“Wheatley, Woodruff & Co.—Gen- 
tlemen: I have been meagre 5 amused 
and entertained by your dally scrapes 
as I have one with you myself. You 
were nut aware . of this fact-—se 
here is the elucidation: 

“You and other gentlemen of the 
sport writers are making a desper- 
ate effort to popularize the sport 
of prize fighting. Let me suggest 
that the very word ‘fight’ is repug- 
nant to a large class of sport lov- 
ers and until sport writers accus- 
tom their readers to different words 
than ‘fight,’ ‘puftich to the jaw,’ 
‘knock out’ and kindred expressions 
there will be persons who keenly 
enjoy clean sport who will be slow 
to take up the ents, 

“There is far tess objection to 
‘boxing match. Personally, I would 
not turn my head to see a prize 
fight, but during the war I did see 
a boxing match and enjoyed it. 
There was nothing brutal about it. 
Yet it was between two big fel- 
lows who were testing their powers 
of self-protection from each other 
in the most friendly spirit, although 
trying to kayo the other fellow. 

“Boxing ean be condueted in a 
entlemanly manner, but prize 
fighting cannot in my humble esti- 
matton,’” 

Now I am not going to take I!s- 
sue with Mr. Arthur or Mr. Any- 
body else on his complaint on the 
quality of English customarily used 
by sport writers in describing 4 
on encounter. Personally, I have 
disliked the term “prize fight” for 
a long time and have sedyously | 
avoided its use xeor a good many 
years, for the good and complete 
reason that the term is as anti- 
quated as the halberd or spontoon 
as a weapon of War.ure, 

Prize fighting and the prize fight- 
er ceased to exist when the Marquis 
of Queensbury revised the rules gov- 
erning boxing engagements, and 
these rules have been even further 
amended for the betterment of the 
game since the marquis’ day. 

Prize fighting was a game. or @ 
business that was exactly what the 
English -words employ. Two men 


were matched to fight each other 


for a stipulated prize. They met 
to fight and fight until one or the 
other was beaten {nto helplessness, 
The backer of the winner received 
the entire stake. The backer of 
the loser received nothing. It was 
urely a gambling proposition. 
There was no admission. fee. The 
pugilists received, as &@ rule, a stip 
ulated sum from their backers for 
entering the fight: They received it 
whether they won or lost. Bring- 
ing it’ right down to facts, they 
were fishting for a salary. 

The maches were made by the 
backers. They furnished the funds 
and the combatants. The brulisers 
simply fourht. They fought with 
bare TC anektes and they were al- 
lowed to wrestle. to kick. and_ to 
gouve. It was simoly a primordial 
hattle of beasts. kill counted lit- 
tle or nothing.

Lou Tellegen, in “Blind Youth,” 
which opened at the Atlanta theater 
Thursday night, returned to Atlan- 
ta after a two years’ absence with 
his same fiery romanticism and 
suave European ability.

today with her attorney, Louis L 
Brown. During the day Mr. Rob- 
erts and Mr. Brown issued the_-fol- 
lowing’ statement: 

“In view of the several articles 
that have recently appeared in the 
daily press concerning a controversy 
over taxes in connection with the 
estate of the late Alfred Shepard, 
we desire to make the following 
statement: 

“First, that there is no founda- 
tion whatsoever for the statement 
that the estate of Alfred Shepard 
owes the state of Georgia any such 
sum as $150,000; nor has there been 
any intention or undertaking to 
Place the estate in the hands of 
a receiver. The estate in Georgia is 
represented solely by real estate in 
Georgia: which real estate was own- 
ed in Lee by Alfred Shepard at the 
time of his death, which occurred 
in California; which real etsate is 
greater in value than any claim for 
taxes the state of Georgia might 
want to entertain against the estate 
of Alfred Shepard.

FRANCE APPROVES 
REPARATIONS PLAN 


Tardieu Mildly Criticises 
‘the Government on Its 
Haste. in Acting for 
Settlement. 


Paris, February 3.—The French 
parliament, chamber of deputies and 
senate, gave its seal of approval 
today to the government’s declara- 
tion on the cision taken by the 
supreme council at Paris respect- 
ing reparations, disarmament and 
other: questions. It received Pre- 
mier Briand’s declaration with all 
outward and visible signs that 
promise a@ large majority in the 
vote of confidence which the Briand 
cabinet will seek tomorrow. | 

Andrew Tardieu, former hich 
commissioner to the United States, 
had given notice of an interpella- 
tion. This appeared to be taken 
most seriously by the government, 
but was a moderate attack against 
the Briand cabinet, espécially M. 
Loucheur, and on the haste the 
French government had displayed 


to settle matters’ concerning the 
United States before -the new \ad- 
ministration was installed. 

Criticising the Paris conference 
he declared: “There can be no 
capitalization, mobilization or dis- 
counting”*of the German debts until 
the United States is a party to the 
agreement.” 


Treaty Repetition. 


The decisions of the allied con- 
ference in Paris, he asserted, were 
totally embodied in the Versailles 
treaty. His whole argument was 
that all of the decisions taken by 
the Paris conference already had 
been provided for in the treaty. The 
conference, he contendéd, was use- 
less. All that might have been done 
was to hold the Germans strictly to 
the Versailles treaty. 

Article 240 of the Versailles treaty 
settled German’s financial obliga- 
tions; article.238 provided for the 
manner in which the indemnity must 
be paid and for turning the matter 
over to the reparation commission, 
said M. Tardieu. With reference to 
disarmament no deliberations were 
needed excapt integral *enforcement 
of the treaty. With respect to penal- 
ties, article 270 provided for t 
seizure of the German customs, 


Should Have Waited. 


“Thus, the Paris conference dis- 
covered nothing,” declared the for- 
mer high commissioner, who put 
apoctes emphasis on his belief that 
the conference should have been 
postponed until the United States 
government had been given an op- 
portunity to express its views .on 
all questions. 

In making his declarations M. 
Briand informed the deputies that 
the French government had in no 
wise renounced the purpose of col- 
lecting the entire debt due from 
Germany, if she recovers her eco- 
nomic prosperity.” 

Germany would have to pay to 
the limit of her economic capacity. 
The declaration was received with 
business like silence. In fact, it 
could ot be recalled that the 
French had been so quiet in similar 
conditions. MM. Briand, Tardieu, 
Margaine, Lacotte and the commun- 
ist leader, M. Cachin, presented 
their arguments much as might the 
board of directors of a financial or- 
ganization discussing the liabilities 
of an insolvent debtor. 


To Continue Speech. 


M. Tardieu did not finish his 
speech tonight, but will continue to- 
morrow when Loucheur, minis- 
ter of finance, who was especially 
attacked, will reply. Then ‘M. 
Briand will answer M. Cachin, who 
read the declaration of the com- 
munists after that of the govern- 
ment was finished today. The com- 
munist declaration advocates a 
world-wide revolution and imme- 
diate peace with Moscow. .
